State money woes likely to worsen 


SPRINGFIELD — A weak 
economy and the loss of one- 
time revenues will leave the 
already strapped state with less 
money next fiscal year, accord- 
ing to a new forecast. 


The Legislature’s Economic 
and Fiscal Commission projects 
the state’s general revenue fund 
will have $4 million less to spend 
in the fiscal year starting Jul. 
The commission projects a drop 
from $14.409 billion in estimated 
revenues this year to $14.405 bil- 
lion 


The forecast anticipates some 
moderate increases in major 
state tax revenues, particularly 
the income tax, but that will be 
offset by the loss of one-time 


revenues. 

For example, the commission 
is forecasting a $203 million 
increase in personal income. tax 
receipts (4.1 percent higher) and 
$64 million more in corporate 
tax revenues, (8.7 percent high- 
er). But it notes Feat govern- 
ments will get $70 million of the 
increased income tax revenue 
because state law mandates the 
municipal share climbs from 3 
percent to 4.4 percent. 


About $560 million in acceler- 
ated tax collections and trans- 
fers from special funds that 
boosted money for the general 
revenue fund this year won't be 
available, the commission antici- 
pates.

So let the Japanese talk 


Japanese industrialists who are critical of the American 
work ethic may actually be worried about their own workers. 

So says Eugene Soviak, an expert on Japanese history and 
culture at Washington University in St. Louis, basing it on a 
concern about the Japanese workers’ flagging enthusiasm 
for the demanding pace_at work 

“They have to maintain.their position in the world. If 
everyone doesn’t work fanatically, it will start-to slip,”’ 
Soviak said. 

But, Soviak said, ‘‘historical law’’ indicates an industrial- 
ized society will eventually plateau and the Japanese may be 
fighting the inevitable. 

Historical law, as applied to the industrialized society of the 
United States, provides a chilling example of ‘‘working 
fanatically’’ in the early part of this century. At the time, 
President Calvin Coolidge called such work ‘‘the business of 
America’ and most Americans agreed with him. 

The economy was booming, industry was booming and no 
country in the world had ever produced so much so fast. 
When it came to new and better, America was the envy of the 
world. So how could anyone find fault with the American 
system? 

In 1926, along came Karel Capek. A Czechoslovakian who 
had never been to America, a writer whose claim to fame 
was coining the word ‘‘robot’’ in the play R.U.R. (Rossum’s 
Universal Robots), Capek pronounced to the world that ‘‘the 
American system could never work in Europe.” 

Not willing to let that go unchallenged, the New York Times 
Magazine asked Capek to explain himself in print. He did, 
using the building of his house as an example. There, he said, 
the bricklayers would lay three bricks and then take time to 
discuss politics, to debate philosophy, maybe even drink a 
beer. As a result, Capek said, it took three years to finish the 
house. 

The Americans, he said, would ‘‘fly at the work,’’ complete 
the house in a couple of weeks and then move on to build 
another and another. The American-built house, he said, 
would not necessarily be of any lesser quality but it would 
lack character. 

Capek said, ‘‘My_ house reflects the character of the 
workers who took time to discuss politics and drink a beer 
and, as a result, my house has a feeling of permanence that 
the American house is lacking.’’ 

In other words, when things have suddenly appeared on the 
scene, it shouldn’t come as a surprise if one day they just as 
suddenly disappear. 

Capek had no way of knowing it, but three years later, ona 
black Friday in October, the American system would come to 
a crashing end. All of that ‘‘fanatic work’’ had produced too 
much, had pushed the economy too far too fast and every- 
thing came down like a house of cards. 

If that is ‘‘historical law,’’ then let the Japanese criticize 
our work ethic. 

For all of its effort in the last three decades, and try as it 
might, Japan has not produced a ’57 Chevy, a Harley-David- 
son flathead, a Corvette Stingray, a '69 GTO, a Shelby 
Mustang or even a Nash Rambler — classics people will 
continue to own with pride well into the next century. 

And, with all of its emphasis on knowledge, where are 
Japan’s great thinkers like Linus Pauling, Milton Friedman, 
Frank Lloyd Wright, Stephen Gould, Buckminster Fuller, 
Richard Feyman, or even Carl Sagan? 

So if, b japanese standards, workers who have time to 
think, talk and enjoy working and living are lazy workers, 
well, so be it. American workers are smart — they have 
learned from history. 

And, if someone in Japanese management is worried his 
workers might be following in the Americans’ footsteps, he 
propanly should be. Chances are his workers are smarter

Sometimes employees who are injured on 
the job are reluctant to file a Workers’ Com 
pensation claim. In many cases, the 
employee fears that the employer will ter 
minate him if he files such a claim. An Iitinois 
employee who is fired for exercising his rights 
under the Workers’ Compensation Act can Dr 
ing suit against the employer for retaliatory 
discharge. 

In one recent case, a woman was hired on a 
temporary basis to wrap and box assorted 
candies at a contections company in 
Chicago. She had an accident on the job 
shortly after she was hired, and she filed a 
Workers’ Compensation claim. Fifteén days 
after she filed the claim, the plaintiff was in 
formed that she was fired 

The worker testified that she was ter 
minated because she filed the claim. She in 
dicated in her testimony that two of her super 
visors had stated this to her. The company, on 
the other hand, claimed that she was only a 
temporary employee, and that she knew this 
from the time she was hired. One of the 
worker's supervisors testified that the piain 
tiff was “laid off" as a result of a seasonal 
decline in production. A jury awarded the 
plaintiff $65,000 in damages based on a fin 
ding that she was fired in retaliation for filing
